INTRODUCTION. 



The following list of books, has been prepared with a view to placing 
sn^h as are most representative before those having in charge the selec- 
tion of books for district libraries. The list is not exhaustive, but such 
books as are available, suitable, and valuable to the four divisions of 
school work have been included. 

Assigning books to a certain grade can be only suggestive. No hard 
and fast lines can be drawn. For instance, many books included in the 
high school list will be found suitable for grammar grades. The choice 
must depend very largely upon what the child has already read and upon 
his ability to comprehend. 

SCHEME OF ARRANGEMENT. 

The books are arranged for the four departments: primary, grades 
I-IV ; intermediate, grades V-VI ; grammar, grades VII- VIII ; high school, 
grades IX-XII. Each department, in turn, has four classes in which the 
books are grouped according to the material contained: science; geog- 
raphy, description, travel; history, biography; general literature; except 
in the primary, where history and biography as a class is omitted. 

Under each class books are arranged alphabetically as to author, fol- 
lowed by the title of the book, the first name in that of the publishing 
company, date of publication or copyright, price of book; except in the 
case of the picture books, which are arranged alphabetically as to title, 
followed by publisher. 

This list of books is followed by a list of books for teachers, a list of 
periodicals, and an author and title index. The latter is very important. 
It contains all the authors and titles of the list and enables one to find 
at once the book desired if either the title or author is known. For ex- 
ample. Song of Hiawatha by Henry W. Longfellow is the book sought. 
On page 55 is found Song of Hiawatha or on page 49 Henry W. Long- 
fellow, Song of Hiawatha, both of which refer to No. 407, found on page 
24, where is given the general information regarding the book; price 
publisher, grade, class, and the like. 

PRICES. 

The prices quoted are for cloth bindings unless otherwise stated. Ex- 
perience has proved it unwise to purchase a cheaper binding unless the 
book is not published in any other. 
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ORDERING BOOKS. 

In purchasing books they may be ordered direct from the publisher, 
through one of the large book houses, or through local dealers. The two 
latter ways are perhaps preferable, as larger discounts are usually se- 
<;ured than when single copies are ordered from several different publish- 
ers. In all cases correspondence is advised before purchases are made, 
and it is always besit to state that you are purchasing for a school library 
and that the books or periodicals are included in the. Michigan List of 
Books for School Libraries. 

DISTRICT LIBRARIES. 

School district libraries are provided for in sections 4757 to 4764 of the 
school laws. Any district, by a two-thirds vote of all the qualiiaed 
voters present at an annual meeting, may establish a district library. 
When so established the district is entitled to such a share of the fine 
moneys, apportioned by the State Superintendent through the county 
treasurer to the township, as the number of children of school age in the 
district bears to the whole number of children in the township. 

The district board has charge of the library and may appoint a libra- 
rian other than the director. The librarian must report annually to the 
State Librarian through the commissioner of schools. 

The director must report the library in his annual report to the Super- 
intendent of Public Instruction in order to enable the district to draw its 
share of the fine moneys. 

The law provides that the director shall purchase a case for library 
books, and the library should be kept at the school house. 

There is no reason why every school district in the State should not 
maintain a library, and it is hoped that school officers and teachers will 
make a strenuous effort to provide this means of culture for the children 
placed under their care.
